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THE LUNATION OF NOVEMBER 19TH 


The lunation of November 19th is going to jolt alot of people out of their complacent thinking. We Amer- 
icans of all people are living in a fool's paradise.

HOW TO HAVE VIGOROUS HEALTH 
BY HERBERT M. SHELTON 
FROM DR. SHELTON'S "HYGIENIC REVIEW" JULY, 1950 


A Lecture Delivered Before The Second Annual Convention of The American Natural Hygiene Society, New 
York City, May 17, 1950. 


Life is a master drama of nutrition and drainage under the control of the nervous system. Nutrition, 
drainage and nervous motivation and control of organic activities constitute the three master functions 
of life. By nutrition is meant the sum-total of all those processes by which the living organism ap- 
propriates the raw materials of light, air, water and food and transforms these into blood and tissues. 
The body of man is equipped with an elaborate series of structures, the combined functions of which are 
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to prepare raw materials for use by the cells. By his powers of locomotion he places himself in con- 
tact with food, with his hands he takes the food and takes it to his mouth where it is chewed, after 
which it is swallowed. The stomach and intestines, with their millions of glands, and the pancreas and 
liver all work together to digest the food eaten. After it is digested it is taken up by the lacteals 
and carried To the liver where some of it undergoes further refining processes and part of it is changed 


into glycogen and stored. Later the glycogen is reconverted into sugár and released into the blood for 
use. 8 > è > 


The circulatory system, composed of the heart, arteries, capillaries and veins, take the food and water 
to all parts of the body, releasing it through the capillaries into the lymph spaces that surround the 
cells. The cells of man's body are bathed in a continuously flowing stream of lymph in which they live 
and move and have their being. From the lymph they take their food and into it they cast their waste. 
There are a number of glands—the endocrine or ductless glands—that manufacture substances known as 
hormones, which are essential to the proper utilization of the food eaten. The lungs take in air and 
extract the oxygen from this. The blood picks up the oxygen from the lungs and carries this along with 


the food to all parts of the body in order that the cells may be supplied with oxygen. Sunshine is 
taken in through the skin. 


Nutrition may be said to consist of the processes by which food, water, air and sunlight are procured, 
the food digested and all of them carried to the cells and uged. Within the body this consists of) res- 
piration, digestion, absorption, secretion, circulation, and assimilation. All of these various pro- 
cesses are carried on by a complex series of organs that cooperate with each other in performing the 
over-all function of nutrition. By drainage is meant the sum-total of all of these processes by which 
the body waste is gathered up, conveyed to the various emunctories and expelled from the body. it in- 
volves, also, those glandular processes by which poisons and waste are prepared for excretion. Also, 
it involves the processes by which foreign poisons are expelled. This process, too, is accomplished by 
a whole series of organs and structures, functioning together as a unit, to keep the biood, lymph and 
tissues sweet and clean. Giangi 

The lymph, as it flows along in the interceilular spaces, is picked up by the lymph vessels and is car- 
ried by these to the heart where it is again mingled with the blood. As it passes along the lymph ves- 
sels, it passes through many structures composed of lymph-adenoid tissue and known as lymph nodes, lymph 
nodules and lymph glands, or tonsils, which chemicalize waste and poisons and ready them for excretion. 
The liver also prepares waste for excretion. The blood takes the waste to the various organs of elimi- 
nation—the lungs, liver, bowels and kidneys—-where the waste and foreign poisons are extracted and 
cast out of the body. The lungs excrete carbon-dioxide, the kidneys excrete chiefly the end-products 
of protein metabolism, but they excrete many other substances, the bowels excrete chiefly the alkaline 
waste of the body, the liver converts waste into bile so that it is used again. Certain of the duct- 
less glands are also involved in the work of preparing toxins for excretion. 


By excretion or elimination is meant the process by which waste and toxins are taken out of the blood. 
For example, when the kidneys take waste from the blood, and convert these into urine, this is excre- 
tion. Minutes or hours later, when the bladder expels the urine, this is voiding of that which has 
been previously eliminated. Voiding, though a part of the process of drainage, is not elimination, 
When the glands of the colon take waste from the blood and throw it into the colon, this is elimination. 
Hours or days later, when this is passed out in a bowel movement, this is voiding, not elimination. 
Bowel movements expel that which has previously been eliminated. They are parts of the process of 
drainage, but they are not elimination. When the lung cells excrete carbon-dioxide into the air cells, 
this is elimination. When in the process of expiration, the carbon-dioxide is expelled from the lungs, 
this is voiding of that which has been previously eliminated. Expiration is part of the over-all pro- 
cess of drainage, but it is not elimination. In the liver, the same thing is true. When the liver 
takes waste from the blood, this is elimination. When the gall-bladder contracts and sends the bile 
into the intestines, this is voiding. 


The over-all process of drainage, then, is composed of the processes of circulation, chemicalization, 
elimination and voiding. These, at least, make up the normal process of drainage. Into this picture 
there should also be placed those abnormal processes of expulsion by which the body casts out toxins 
through channels that are not regular channels of excretion—skin eruptions, catarrhal discharges, etc. 
These two grand processes of living—nutrition and drainage—represent a great complex of correlated 
functions carried on by many organs and controlled by the nervous system. The nervous system is com- 
prised of the brain and cranial nerves, the spinal cord and spinal nerves, and the sympathetic nervous 
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system with its many ganglia and plexuses, all harmoniously balanced and unified. Without nerve supply 
organic function is paralyzed. The efficiency of the many and varied functions of nutrition and drain- 
age depends upon a normal nervous system. 


We may profitably compare man with an automobile, which is also made up of many correlated parts. In 
the automobile is a storage battery, from which runs a cable. From this cable runs a number of wires 
that go to various parts of the car—the spark plugs, the starter, the various lights on the car, the 
horn, the cigarette lighter, the radio, etc. With a well-charged battery, we step on the starter, the 
engine is turned over, there is plenty of ignition and the car starts and runs well. We press the horn 
button and its horn blows loudly; we turn on the lights and they burn brightly; we turn on the radio 
and it plays well. If the battery is low, ignition is poor, the starter may be unable to turn the en- 
gine over, and it does not start. We press the horn button and the horn grunts, we turn on the lights 
and they burn dimly; we turn on the radio and it piays feebly for a brief time, then with a series of 


squeaks, it dies. Without adue supply of electrical energy, the various organs of the car fail to 
function efficiently. 


In the human body, if nerve energy is abundant, the various organs of the body are well supplied and 
they function with due efficiency. Digestion is good, respiration is normal, circulation is maintained 
at a high level, secretion and excretion are adequate. The cells are nourished, the fluids and tissues 
are kept sweet and clean and we have heaith. If our nervous batteries have been permitted to run low, 
if nerve energy is low, all the functions of the body are correspondingly lowered. Digestion is poor, 
secretion and excretion lag, circulation is below par, respiration is not efficient. The fluids and 
tissues of the body become sour and we have impaired health. 


What is nerve energy? Nobody knows. What is electricity? Nobody knows. What is matter? Nobody 
knows. Our ignorance of what matter is does not prevent the chemist from using it and turning out his 
many marvelous synthetic productions, nor the engineer from dealing with it in bulk. Our ignorance of 
what electricity is does not prevent the electrician from giving us an abundant supply of it. It does 
not prevent him from giving us light, power, heat, motive force, sound transmission, etc, etc. The 
The chemist only needs to know the laws and conditions that govern the behavior of matter; the elec- 

trical engineer needs only to know the laws and conditions that govern the generation, transmission and 

behavior of electricity. So, we, in dealing with nerve force, do not need to know its essential nature. 
We need only toknow the laws and conditions that govern its generation and accumulation and its dissipa- 
tion. If we know these we may have a full amount of nerve energy or we may dissipate it at will. We 


may deal with nerve energy as intelligently and as certainly as the electrical engineer deals with 
electricity. 


Nerve energy, like all other forms of energy, is expended in doing work. Seeing, hearing, eating, di- 
gesting food, circulating the blood, breathing, talking, batting the eyes, muscular and mental effort, 
emotions, all of the functions and processes of life use up energy, Nerve energy is regenerated and 
stored during rest and sleep. Only when we are passive do we recuperate energy. As we have so fre- 
quently emphasized, the inactivity of sleep is the great, representative recuperative process; the ex- 
citement of work and stimulation is the exhaustive process. When the sum-total of our daily expendi- 
tures is greater than we can recuperate during the time allotted to rest and repose, there is a gradual 
lowering of nerve energy. As energy is slowly lowered, and in many instances the lowering is not so 


slow, enervation is produced. Enervation always lowers functional efficiency throughout the body com- 
mensurate with the degree to which energy is lowered. 


The inhibition of excretion (checking of elimination) that results from enervation, results in a reten- 
tion of some of the end-products of metabolism, with their gradual accumulation in the body, producing 
the condition which we call toxemia. By toxemia, we mean a state of auto-generated poisoning, that is, 
poisoning by retained body waste. The great process of drainage is lagging and the body is becoming 
sour as a Consequence of lack of functioning power. Toxemia is the fundamental basic cause of. all of 
mankind's so-called diseases. Complicating causes may be super-added to the toxemia from various 
sources, but the metabolic toxemia is basic. It is, as a matter of fact, a constant. 


Coincident and coetaneous with the checking of excretion is a checking of secretion. 


means poor digestion, poor assimilation~in a word, poor nutrition. 
the poisoning.

A type of starvation is added to 
An exogenous poisoning, resulting from the absorption of decomposing food from the di- 


gestive tract, is super-added to the primary toxemia to complicate the outcome. The best of foods are 
not utilized when secretion is poor. Vitamins are not assimilated, minerals are not derived from the 
foods, calories are made into alcohol and acetic acid, amino acids become putrefactive acids. Malnu- 
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trition and poisoning are siamese twins which cannot be separated by any process. They are both pres- 
ent in all so-called diseases. 
Toxemia and poor nutrition further lower nerve energy. This puts an added check upon secretion and 
excretion. The organism finds itself in a vicious cycle from which it tries, from time to time, to es- 
cape by means of a crisis~a process of compensatory elimination, a so-called acute disease. But as 
the causes of enervation are never corrected, the best that the organism can do is to free itself of a 
part of its load of toxins. Toxemia is chronic. Poor nutrition is chronic. As was previously stated, 
nerve energy is used up by all forms of activity—normal and abnormal activities, wholesome and unwhole- 
some activities, necessary and unnecessary activities. Enervation results from our total expenditure. 
This does not mean that we are to cease expending nerve energy. Living requires its expenditure. We 
have it to use. It means, only, that we must cease expending it excessively. It means that we must 
order our lives in such a way that we do not expend more each day than we recuperate each night. 


All forms of overwork, over-indulgence and over-doing are Causes of enervation. Over-eating, sexual 
excesses, over-activity, or what amounts to the same thing, failure to secure adequate rest and sleep, 
emotionalism, the use of "stimulants," etc., etc., are the most common causes of excessive expenditure 
of nerve energy. In civilized life today we live our lives on a basis of dissipation rather than on 
one of conservation. We are a nation of food drunkards and drug addicts—alcohol, nicotine, caffeine, 
and cathartic addicts—thrill seekers and worriers. We turn the night into day and seem to have a psy- 
chopathic dread of going to bed. For such reasons are wea nation of enervated, toxemic and inadequately 
nourished individuals, who form great streams into and out of the offices of doctors of various kinds, 
into and out of the hospitals and into premature graves. We build more and bigger hospitals, equip 
them with all of the latest gadgets and staff them with the best trained men in the world, but we 
never remedy the great and increasing amount of illness among us for the simple reason that we spend 
our days building more and more trouble. 

In the hospitals they try to sober up drunk men while they continue to drink. Only by a cessation of 
drinking may the drunken man become sober. Only by a cessation of the habits of living that produce 
and maintain enervation can the sick man become well againe What is needed most of all is not more 
institutions for the care of the sick, not more and better doctors, not health "insurance" and a pro- 
gram of "socialized" "medicine," but a normal mode of life—one that conserves the precious energy of 
life and does not dissipate it. If the careless automobile owner leaves his ignition on overnight, he 
finds that he has a dead battery the next morning. In too many ways are the American people leaving 
their own ignition on constantly so that their own nervous batteries are all but dead. 


Enervation may be overcome—this is to say, normal nerve energy may be restored~—by stopping al! nerve 
leaks and then securing sufficient rest and sleep for full recuperation. Restoring nerve energy while 
it is being daily, even hourly dissipated, is like trying to remedy anemia in a hemorrhaging patient 
without stopping the hemorrhage. The constant or intermittent loss of blood prevents the blood from 
being built up to normal standard. So, also, the constant dissipation of nerve energy, by the many en- 
ervating mental and physical habits that are so popular today, prevents recuperation of normal nerve 
energy. Quiet, poise, relaxation, rest, sleep—these will enable the body to recuperate its nerve en- 
ergy providing that enervating habits are discontinued. While the restoration of normal nerve energy 
functions become normal and health is restored. 


Elimination of toxemia may be hastened while enervation is being recovered from, by adding physiologi- 
cal rest—fasting—to the program of mental, physical and sensory rest. After mental, sensory, physi- 
cal and physiological rest have enabled the body to cleanse itself and to restore normal nerve energy, 
proper food, daily exercise, sunshine, fresh air, pure Water, rest and sleep, mental poise and avoid- 
ance of all devitalizing habits of mind and body will enable the body to grow into vigorous health and 
to maintain this state of health. Recovery from disease will occur in all cases providing irreparable 
damage has not been done to some vital organ. In those cases where recovery is no longer possible, life 
and usefullness may be prolonged, for nature will tolerate, providing we remove causes and learn to 
live within our capacity. 


This, then, is the vital message of Natural Hygiene. We offer you no program of treatment, but a plan 
of living. Health by healthful living is now, as it was in the past, the Hygienic Way. A plan of life 
that conforms with the laws and normal conditions of life will not only preserve health, but it will 
enable the sick organism to restore itself to health. Accept no "just as good" substitutes for this 
plan. The cure mongers and treatment-peddlers will offer you many vst ae for obedience to the 
laws of life, but they will not work.
